Health is 
the direct action of natural law. But 
instead of this being the case, there is 
scarcely one man or ope woman who is 
strong and well, in every sense of the 
word. Wherever there Is illness there 
is the result of a violation of law. You 
will not fiod that disease comes natur 
ally; it only comes as the result ofa 
preverted condition. 

We accept the theory that ha- been 
taught by the mo-t profound ecientific 
minds of the present day, that disease | 
is a germ that floats In the air, and that 
it is a living thing that is taken on and 
generates within certain organizations, 
new forms of life. When you arein a 
certain stale, you are susceptible toa 
certain condition, If you are weak and 
worn, and you go out on a damp day, 
you will be likley to take a severe cold 
no matter how well protected you are 
Why? Because the condition of your 
system is negative; the disease element 


will be most marked, most unpleasant, | 1 10 the air, which is positive, and that 


aod most bitter, You remember that 
io some parts of [aly there are volca- 
noes that are apparently resting for a 
time, and only stand as so many great 
lofty peaks, pointing their heads toward 
the ekles, when all at once they belch 
forth lava, and stone, and all sorts of 
things, and carry destruction and death 
with them. And while, forthe moment, 
the disaster le most direful, it is said 
that a good result is gained. You are 
now, my friends, near the approaching 
time of the eruption of a volcano that 
will pour forth lava and stones aud all 
kinds of filth, over a certain portion of 
the earth at least. It will apparently

germ of disease is Implanted 
within the soil of your own nature 
There Ít soon takes root; and the weaker 
aud more negative you are, the more 
positive will the life and growth of that 
disease become, 

There are some diseases to which 
persons sre more susceptible than 
others, and in that case the germ theory 
is admitted, even by the most obtuse 
mind. You would pever think of plac- 
ing a small pox patient In the center of 
a populoos district and expect that all 
the rest ofthe people would be perfectly 
well. Because all persons are more or 
less susceptible to the influence of this 
smallpox germ; and the system readily 
takes it up and becomes Impreguated 
with the polson. Therefore, instead of 


placing the person in auch a center, you 
rewove them as far as possible from 
their brothers and sisters who may be 
in apparent health, as a protection. In 
forms of fever, some of which are most 
dangerous, you remove the patient and 
take all precautions possible so as to pre- 
vent others from becoming infected, 
and this is due to the fact that the air 
you breathe is impregnated with the 
germs of the disease, aud which those 
who are in the least sensitive will take 
op and they will become a part of them- 
selves. 

This is one of the reasons why we are 
so opposed to vaccination, We consider 
vaccination at the present time one of 
the direst foes to human health and 
bappiness, A person is in apparent 
health, and you vaccinate them by in- 
troducing into the system the elements 
of the vilest diseases; and however much 
vaccination may prevent, in nine cases 
out of ten it causes a worse disease than 
it pretends to remedy. Therefore is the 
law of compulsory vaccination tyranni- 
cal and despotic, and ought to be con- 
tested with all the strength that your 
enlightened minds are possessed of, 
The theory that people are only ill 
nervously, is a mistake. l 
that the body is subjeot to the influence 
of the miod, and that when people feel 
iil or disturbed in their mind, they | 
weak and nervous as well. 

But there is another line of disease 
apart from this called nervous diseases, 
which are distinctly a disease of the 
body; and where humors are found in 
the system, where fevers and where 
other contagious diseases are found, 
there is a physical disease with which 
the nervous system bas very little to do; 
J hold that disease is a germ, aud that 
you want to have better ventilation 
everywhere, this place included; and 
that you ought to use far greater care 
in regard to your persoos, and above all 
in regard to the people that you associ- 
ate directly with. The habit that peo- 
ple have of continually shaking hands 
with each other (when they feel repel- 
led from each other, I mean,) and of 
throwing their arms around each other 
and kis-ivg with the greatest affection 
when they do uot feel it, is a means of 
transmitting an influence that may at 
times do a great deal of barm. You 
cannot shake haodas with another with- 
out conveying romething of yourselves 
by doing it. You cannot touch each 
otber’s clothing without givipg a part 
of yourself. They used to touch the 
hem of the master’s garment just to 
gain strength, and they really did feela 
power and an influence therefrom. 


| Theretore I would say that with the 


greatest care, 80 far es ventilation fs 
concerned, so far us bubite of personal 
cleanliness are concerned, and so far us 
all observances, Which you know per- 
fectly well if you only take the time to 
practice them, you will in a way keep 
your system in a state that will resist 
this germ of disease and help you to be 
strong and consequently happy. 

“Does it interfere with development 


for tbe test mediums to give treatment 
to the sick?” 

Well, it depends upon whether the 
test medium bas got any power or not 
There are many mediums who 
bave no influence whatever to become 
healing mediums, for healing medium- 
ship and teat mediumahip are two dis- 
tinct phases of power. For a person 
who is distinctly a bealing medium it 
would be a very great mistake to at- 
tempt to become u test medium; for 
those who are distinctly medical medi- 
ums it would be a great mistake for 
them to become test mediums. Better 
to follow out the line of development to 
which they are best adapted. But If, 
perchance, (hey are posesed of both 
powers, then one will not Interfere 
with the other.

ation and sympathy, be accosted a 
motherly looking old lady, and asked 
her, “how she liked It" She candidly 
replied that she “diin't know anything 
about it; but by way of showing ber 
gratitude for sitting through two dis- 
courses she put her hand in her pocket 
and pulled out a Boston cracker, which 
she banded to the youthful preacher, 
So sensitive was his nature, even then 
to the kindness aud love of those with 
whom be came lo contuct, that he has 
often sald since that bis heart was more 
touched by that quaint token of aym- 
pathy in the litte village school house 
than by the diamonds presented to hin 
ip after years, 

Shortly after thls he gave a second 
lecture to trance, which lasted about ao 
hour and » half, and which was pre- 
ceded by the slugiog of a psalm, bardly 
less appropriate than the celebrated 
ditty of Dr. Watts, viz: 

“My daye are as the gras,. 

The subject was again chosen by the 
audience, which was also once more as 
felicitous in its texts as it was unhappy 
iu its bymos,—the grand prophetic pas- 
sige belog selected, “Old things ure 
pissed away; behold, all things are be- 
come pew,” 

From this time, about the year 1859, 
Willam, although hardly seventeen, 
panus sprang into notori ty, aud 
recelved invitat ons to lecture in various 
places, most of which he was compelled 
to decline oo the ground of bis health, 

One locldent may be mentioned, to 
connection with bis mediumehip, re- 
markable for its oddity. While tu the 
boek Woods of Maine, the mother-in law 
of one of the acquaintances died of 
dropsy. Her body was deposited joa 
dry, large coflo, made by a carpenter 
retiring from business, aud desigaoe.t 
f r the reception of bis own. Wiillam 
Was eurnestly requested to attend the 
funeral, aud give an address on the oc- 
Casiou, and accordingly he set out 
through the shady woods, which were 
very beautiful and secluded, disturbed 
by uo sound louder than the sloging of 
the birds the flight of the squirrel from 
bough to bough, aud the sudden splash 
of the leaping trout, as it darted ata 
guat on the surface of the stream Cross- 
ibg the little pathway. With his spirit 
attuned to the harmony of the scene,— 
such harmony as seems to exist only 
lu places far remote from the haunts of 
meu,—he arrived »t bis destioation. It 
wasa curious change. ‘Puree elderly 
women met him on the threshold of the 
house, swioging tansy ou that bot day 
when every breath of pure airwas beyond 
price. Oo entering the apartment where 
the people were assembled, be found 
them all sitting around it in oh mo 
expectation, with their shirt collars 
starched, thelr trowsers starched, even 
their pocket handkerch e'sstir hed nod 
all likewise swiogtug tansy. Outside in 
the yard, aud exvosed to a burning July 
sun, lay the coffin, and in full view of 
this dulorous spectacle, and in the midst 
of the circle of friends, was placed an 
arm chair, stuffed with pillows, into 
which William was conducted, and 
sank till he was nearly eclipsed, As 
may be supposed, the ordeal of this 
funeral oration was one from which he 
would willingly have exeused himself, 
but a courageous spirit rose to the occa- 
sion and spoke through hia lips with a 
power more effectual than the tansy, the 
starch and the stall of pillows in which 
his body nearly experienced suffocation, 
He could not help being keenly alive to 
the ludicrous side of the scene In which 
he was invited to play u part, and to 
this hour he alludes to it with amiles, 

Although he declined much of the 
work that was placed before him, he 
saw a large number of persons, some- 
times as many as fifty or sixty a day, 
and effected some remarkable cures by 
spirit power, literally bealing the sick, 
the Jame, aud even the blind. Ashe 
did not derive as much bavelit from the 
chauge which bud been recommended 
as was expected, no doubt, in part, 
owlug to this sudden developmeut of 
his mediumsbip aud the various de 
mands upon it, he returned to his 
father's house in the close of September, 
and from thence went to visit some re- 
Jations in Concord, New Hampshire, 
Wulle in that place be was directed by 
spirit Influence to apply for a hall to 
lecture in, which he was told would be 
given to him. He did so, and bis re- 
quest was at once granted by the owner, 
with a singular kindness, His lectures 
were advertised In the local papera, aud 
on the frat night, to his surprise, the 
hull was crowded, and many permons 
were turned away, unable to obtain 
entrance, ‘This frst public address was 
one of the most successful efforts, and 
was very favorably epoken of aud reo- 
ported by the press, and a gentleman, 
who was present, was 60 deeply Inter- 
ested that be made an eng+gement 
with the young trance epeaker to leo ure 
twice in the neighboring town, Great 
success attended the meeting, and with 
his nume already marked in connection 
with powerful avd eloquent speaking, 
Willle returned Lome, By tite time 
the Spiritualist Jouraals had taken up 
the matter, aod be found awaltiug ulm 
more engagements than he could fulfil. 

The young medium was now fairly 
launched jn the work which, of all 
others, had been the most misunder- 
stood, and the greatest thie ee bas 
seen. His beurt began to be fully en- 
grossed in it, if indeed It could bave 
ever been sald to be apart from what 
bad been a reality to bim from bis 
ebildbood, 

Tt was about this period that the oom- 
paolonsbip he required, and which has 
ever since been a source of strength to 
bim, was found in the event which, of

D, you kuow what apace is? Soece 
is that immense region overbead gene- 
rally known as the sky, and fo whieh 
you see the many stars, the planeta, the 
moon, the sun, aud occasionally a 
comet 


creating ab intepeudent centre of gray 
ity and mekli g every sun an individu- 
ality, but like man, governed by the 
original, the first cause. The lorgerthe 
nebula the more suus are evolved from 
it, all rematsing within the tofuence of 
their parent law or centre of gravity; 
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—eltber through its natural sight or by 
the ald of a telescope—stars and suus 
may be seen. But these stars or suns 
must have been created at Fome time or 
another, and before their creation, this 
immense region, called space must bave 
been without stars, and consequently 
very dark. 

Now yoo must remember that all 

things, all objre's, or all conditions, 
which have length, breadth and thick- 
ness, constitutesometbing. And space, 
although it was dark, and contained 
nothing visible, still bad these dimen- 
sions; therefore you cannot say thal 
space is nothing And space, although 
it is dark, and apparently very quiet 
and passive, bas a positive and negative 
condition which atiract each other. 
This mutual attraction must cause mo- 
tion in those portions of space where it 
occurs; and wherever it takes place, the 
movement must be all lu one direction 
—concentrating itself in one point—this 
ove polnt being called the centre of 
gravity, and constitutes the law wh'ch 
governs all that which Issues from this 
cegtre—this law at the same time con- 
stituting the life principle of ail the ef- 
fects which arise from this central point 
this law being the foundation aud 
support of all its creations—it being the 
cause. 

Now space is very thin or attenuated, 
but still it is something—otherwise it 
could not even be called space, for 
space isa poun and stands for some 
things And thin as it is, when pressed 
together for a lone time, begins to 
thicken and swell out until it assumes 
the shape of a huge ball, many millions 
of leagues in diameter. This large ball 
of concentrated or condensed spice 
does not become visible to our eyes un- 
til combustion takes place. 

Combustion means to burn or take 
fire—caused by expanding so rapidly as 
to explode and ignite. This expansion 
is due to the heat which is generated at 
the centre through the extreme activ- 
ity of the positive and negative con- 
ditions—their action increasing with 
the attraction of space, or addition to 
the ball. In other words, the larger 
this ball becomes, the strovger the pres- 
eure at the centre; and the stronger the 
pressure, the greater the vel city of the 
law within—tbis increase of activity 
finally generating heat, which rushes to 
the outer or cooler surface as fast as it is 
generated, but which heat in its bead- 
long rush to the outer surface, causes 
such rapid expansion to take place as to 
make it explode and blow up like u 
powder magazine or gas well—thus ta- 
king fire and communicating it to the 
entire ball in a very sbort time—the 
| law of gravity, though, retaining its 

position in the centre of this blazing 
mass—thus controlling it and prevent- 
ing it from disseminating into space 
sgain. And not until this bas taken 
place are we enabled to see it--the same 
appearing to our eyes like a luminous 
cloud, having a somewhat silvery bue, 
but only a few being visible without the 
ald of a telescope. 

We are dwelling almost in the very 
midst of one of these clouds, and (hose 
that are visible exist outside our uni- 
verse, But for ull that there are innu- 
merable such luminous spots, which 
were all created in the same manner. 
‘These spots or clouds are called nebu'w, 
from which are evolved or created the 
many stars that you see glitteriug over- 
head at night. Now every star consti- 
tutes a sun like the one you see shining 

on the earth, and almost every sun bss 
one or more planets revolving around 

it, in the same manner that the earth 
revolves around our sun. 

‘Thus it will be seen that the law la 
the cause and that the nebu/se—or mat- 
ter in lis primitive siate-—is the etfect. 
Hut äs space must have always existed, 
we cannot conceive of a beginning. 

And having always existed, its positive 

and negative attractions toeach other 
must have slwsys been more or less 
active. As attraction constitutes law, 
this also must have always existed— 
thus proving that causes are not crea- 
ve,

But as every one of these suns are in 
a fluidic state when Arst Individualized 
they, in cons quence of their repid rev- 
olution, throw off larger or smaller bod- 
les, as water is thrown from a grint- 
stone when revolving very fast. Bat 
these cast Off bodies also partake of the 
law that extst« in the suu which cast It 
thus for ning a centre of gravity in 
itself and like the sun, also obeys Its 
parent stem—first revolving on its own 
„xe, then around its parent sun, as the 
suo itvelf does around the common ceu 
tre of its own universe. 

Such bodies are called planets, and 
when of large dimeusion and rapid in 
their revolution, again cast off portions, 
which are called satellites or moons, 
aud which alo obey their parent in re- 
volving around it, but which in conse- 
quence of their diminished siz» have uot 
always the law of gravity Inherent like 
their superiors — thus being devoti 
of the universal life principle, and con- 


sequently destitute of vegetable of ani- 
mal lite; or, according to the amount of 
life princi, le it sucverded in taking 
aloug at its separation from its parent 
stem—this depending on the parent's 
state of development at the time of giv- 
ing birth toa muon, 

Vbile the planet is yet in a fluidic 
state, the life germ is more disseminated 
and the material of the moon is thus 
fi ted for life; but wheu the material on 
the planet bas cooled off to a consider- 
able extent, it may perchance throw off 
a portion of dearth-matter which has 
no germ for life in it, aud thus have a 
satellite which may be regarded as a 
“dead planet.” But how far nature, 
which surrounds the parent planet, is 
enabled to influence its satellite and 
animate the same with atmospheric or 
vegetable life, depends upon its distance 
fr. m the origina!——the nearer, the more 
influential, Thus the earth may influ- 
ence our moon, this satellite apparently 
not having sufficient of the law of grav- 
ity inherent to make it either revolve 
ou its own axis or produce lif}; and be- 
ing thus animated, is probably the 
cause of its presenting the same s de to 
earth atall time-—the one side being 
only animated with life of some sort, is 
uaturally attracted to where its analogy 
exists. 

But before this is possible, the earth 
itself must be endowed by nature; and 
before nature bas perfected itself the 
ra ondergoes a series of changes. 

Vhen first cooled off, the surface looks 

like a vust field of burnt out coal, cin- 
ders, ashes, boulders of rock piled and 
tumbled over each other—causing the 
beat to rise from its surface and mingle 
with the cooler conditions above or 
away from it, in space. This condition 
Uriugs about vaporous formations— 
clouds in the skies--and before long it 
begins to rain, This continues until 
the surface is thoroughly cooled and 
saturated, by which time the abysses 
and lower portions of earth bave been 
filled with water and formed them- 
selves into lakes, %s and rivera, leav 
ing the elevated parts orotruding above 
the wuter, and which constitute the 
land we live on. 

The sun In the meantime has settled 
down to ao almost solid mass in white 
heat, and Instead of sending forth 
flames of fire or inflammatle ethers it 
now sends forth currents of electricity 
and magnetism, which produce light 
and illuminates the surface of its plan- 
els—the electric lights now in vogue 
being imitations of this sunlight. Toe 
electricity which the sun senda forth is 
au effect of the friction caused by the 
incessant flow of surface matter to the 
centre—which iu the more eth: real or 
nebu'ois state does pot create frici ton, 
and which in the planetary state ceuses 
on account of the condensed condition 
which matter bas then assumed, 

But having been once in this condi- 
tion itself, the earth also has been a 
generator of electricity and magnetism, 
which fluids continue their flow towards 
the poles of the earth, and from thence 
through to the centre aod out again at 
the equatorial regions. But instead of 
sending it forth like the snn does for 
the benefit of the planets, It retains the 
ume for ite own Usee-this belog the 
most neerssary element in the vegeta 
ting or developing process of individual 
life Bat as the sun throws it out, thus 
ereating light, and the actlon of this 
sunlight on the ethers which „let in 
umure creating warmth, it not only 
gives coloring to vegetation, but chan 
nee (the nature of the soll, and makes it 
a fit abode for life, 

From moses to ferns aud shrubbery, 
and thence to forests, flowers, fruits and 
vegetables, the planet progresses. At 
the same time little Insecta begin to 
manifest themselves in the water and 
swampy places, and which continues 
for centuries until developed Into flashes 
and reptilee—while the land produces a 
variety of creatures, from worme which 
transform into flying insect», to ani- 
mals of a larger genera, until the whole 
planet Is inhabited by living creatures 
of all Kinds and speciee—the most per- 
fect of which resemble buman beings

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SPIRIT GUIDANCE. 

How far can we entrust ourselves to the 
advice or guidance of spirits, is a question 
not unfrequently coursing through the 
minds of mediums and those who are mé- 
diumistic or sensitive to spirit impression. 


Much depends on the kind of spirits we | socleties, but there are seldom two alike, 


are dealing with—not referring to the ma- 
terial order in this instance, but to the de- 
parted individualized human intelligences. 

All, of course, believe that their spirit 
friends are O. K., and would not, for the 


world, deceive them. That is literally 
true. No good spirit would deceive a 
mortal under any circumstances; nor 


would any spirit guide permit an attract- 
ing spirit to deceive his charge if he coukl 
preventit. But for all that we are ofien 
deceived, and in the majority of cases by 
ourselves and not by the spirits. Even 
spirit guides might be accured of decep- 
tion under these circumstances if we did 
not know of the barrier existing between 
us and the spirit world, and which barrier 
is directly connected with our personality 
—our own spirit—ourselves as it were. 

Ir is a well-known fact that every mor- 
tal is surrounded by an aura, This aura 
is composed of the magnetic emanations 
emitted by the individual, and constitutes 
his spiritual mansion or dwelling place, 
and from which he peers forth into the 
spirit world, seeing it subjectively —wheth 
er asa mortal or spirit. Now, spirits in 
communicating to him, get their thoughts 
more or less tinctured with this aura, 
causing the same to formulate themselves 
accordingly on the brain of the medium. 
If untruthful himself, the spirits’ thoughts 
will be perverted to the extent that the 
mortal instrument is possessed with the 
gilt of prevaricating—all forms of dishon- 
esty, pretense or selfishness taking the 
shape of perverted truth, and cornmunica- 
tions coming from the spirit realms will 
therefore partake of the mortal's individu- 
ality while being passed through his aura. 
Is the communicating spirit responsible 
for this? The most truthful spirit will 
find it difficult to give his thoughts unal- 
loyed through such a channel, and when 
we are led astray under these circumstances 
who isto blame? To believe everything 
that comes from the spirit world without 
self knowledge is self-deception. Man is 
his own arbiter in this respect and may 
learn much of his own nature by exercis- 
ing his reasoning faculties in connection 
with spirit-communion; for through it the 
scales are placed in our own hands and 
the balance weight held up to our soul 
perspective. Those who cannot see have 
no eyes for their own defects; but see those 
of others all the more, for they peer out- 
ward and not inward. As we look within 


we see the beauties that lie hidden within 
the soul realms of nature—be it man or 
the universe. Within are the sublime 
qualities of man to be found, and within 
the causes of effects to be sought. No 
reasoning from effect to cause is necessary 
under these circumstances, for it is depict- 
ed in the fact itself. The motive lies at 
the centre and this is love. Where love 
abides there is absolute truth, and to par- 
take of its divine influence or its impulse 
for action, we must extend love, Like at- 
tracts like. As we give we receive, and 
in proportion to this giving-out soul action, 
we purify the aura surrounding us. Dur- 
ing this interval already we become recep- 
tive to unperverted truths from our spirit 
friends, and may unhesitatingly follow 
their injunctions, they knowing well what 
is good for us. The influences which ac- 
company the impressions are the tale- 
bearers of truth and according to these we 
may place reliance in the communications. 
If a feeling of joy or heartfelt love comes 
with the message, it comes from a truthful 
spirit and has succeeded in passing through 
our aura unperverted. If dubiousness at- 
tends it, there is something wrong about 
it; and if it irritates us, it is tainted with 
selfishness—either with that of the spirit 
or with our own aura, and, of course, un- 
reliable in part or in whole, according to 
circumstances. Self-knowledge, though, 
is the surest guide; for all are not sufiici- 
ently sensitive to note spirit influences. 
Through the former we may judge by our 
reasoning powers and weigh the evidence 
in our favor problematically. If we have 
cause to believe that our conditions were 
good and pure at the time of receiving the 
communication, it may be relied on; for 
even a lying spirit must tell the truth 
against his inclinations under these cir- 
cumstances, his contact with a pure or 
truthful aura converts him temporarily 
into a truthful spirit. So the pure need 
fear no deception; for an untruth will not 
pass through an untainted aura, or at least 
through one that is kept positive by hon- 
est soul intentions or a giving out impulse. 
Under these conditions spirit guidance is 
superior to our Own, and we may fully 
rely on that which comes to us from the 

spirit world, Love is in every soul, and 
by giving it out, we attract its sitnilitude 

from other souls—-be they mortals or 

spirits, and who would not obey when 
prompted or guided by the sweet benign 
influence of love?

So far as living in accord with nature or 
doing justice to each other is concerned, 
there is no dissent, only that all do not 
possess the same power of following out 
these principles as they should be. But 
moral growth is naturally slow, and thus 
charity is profusely dispensed with by 
those who take the lead in this respect. 
Not to hide the imperfections of their 
brethren, but because the returning spirits 
universally teach it as the moral principle 
to be placed beside that one great fact, the 
proof of immortality. With absolute 
knowledge of a hereafter and love as the 
spiritual guide, no formulated code is nec- 
essary; and as every Spiritualist has this 
implanted in his heart, they stand organ- 
ized without knowing it perhaps.

Curiosity Leads to science, 

On the invitation of some persons, very 
eager to know something about the occult 
social sciences, I went to Tuchamps, a 
country town situated about four kilo- 
metres from my bome, to hold a seance, 
showing the human polarity, by the in- 
structor, Mr. Gaillett, a man of great in- 
telligence and clearness.

so. You must strike deeper still, deeper 
down into the fibres of a man's nature for 
‘the root of evil” in him. Stronger than 
his love of money, kindred or country is 
man’s love of self. 

O, how slow the world is to learn the 
grand lesson of unselfishness! Our intel- 
lect accepts as a beautiful idea the senti- 
ment of universal brotherhood, but, until 
our hearts accept it, until we make the 
happiness of others our highest aim we 
will fail to realize the happiness our own 
souls are capable of enjoying. 

Unselfishness is the spirit that rules in 
that state you call heaven, and, if you will 
but open your hearts to receive it, you will 
flood your lives with celestial beauty, 
illumine the ways that now seem so dark 
and give you aclearer understanding of all 
the “whys and “wherefores” that so 
trouble you to-day, and bring you into 
that of being where you can say, “God 
knoweth best,“ because you feel that He 
does,
